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SIR WILFRID.AND MR. BORDEN 
It is natural that Sir Wilfrid's visit 
has given rise to many comparisons 
between him and the leader of the 
other party, Mr. Borden, who visited 
us three years ago this autumn. The 
audience which greeted the Conserva- 
tive chief in the Thistle Rink was 
not as large as that of Tuesday, but 
the striking difference between the 
two was not in respect of size. ‘Th 
one was cold, unresponsive and evi- 
dently disappointed, It had expected 
something more in the way of real 
oratory than Mr. Borden was able to 
furnish. Sir Wilfrid, on the other 
hand, fully lived up to his great repu- 
tation. Those who had heard him 
speak frequently were agreed that he 
made one of the ibest speeches of his 
political career. Nor is there any- 
thing surprising in-this. ‘What could 
serve as a greater inspiration that 
such a vast assemblage, in which the 
youthful self-reliant spirit that is the 
hope of the nation predominated, with 
the meeting-place a spot which but a 
few years back was to the rest of 
Canada as a Hudson ‘Bay fort up in 
the Mackenzie river*is today. In mak- 
ing this comparison between the two 
leaders, there is no need to lose sight 
of the many qualities that Mr. Borden 
possesses which give him a useful 
place in our public life. These have 
been called attention to on this page 
on frequent occasions. But the lack 
of ability to rouse an audience will 
surely always stand in the way of his 
being a striking political success, 

The ‘Canadian Courier in-its last is- 
sue sizes up the Conservative leader 
very fairly when it says: 

“Amid all ‘this genial fluster about 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier electrifying the 
West—what about Mr. R. L. Borden? 
Three years ago he did the western 
tour, on the Halifax platform. So far 
as memory goes he gave the West 
more real doctrine on that tour than 
they will get from the Grit contingent, 
Mr. Borden was not feeling the pub- 
lic pulse. He was doing instruction. 
Asa mere politician on that tour he 
was a splendid failure.

ENUMERATION OF CENSUS 
VALUES 


The farm and urban value of the 
census of ort will be enumerated 
under the date of ist June. They will 
include the real estate and live stock 
values of each enumeration district 
at that date, of the live stock and 
nursery stock sold in 1910, of the 
dairy products consumed at home, 
sent to factories or sold, and of the 
animals slaughtered on the farm in 
the same year, together with values of 


other products of the farm, 

Land and buildings and farm wales 
ments and machinery owned by every 
person in the enumeration — district 
will be recorded separately for values 
in 1911, and the rent of land and 
buildings will also be recorded if leas- 


ed in that year. Values will be taken 


for orchard fruits, small fruits and 
vegetables separately for 1910; but 
values of horses, milch cows, other 
horned or neat cattle, sheep, swine, 
poultry and hives of bee will be tak- 
en separately for 1911, at the date 
of the census. 

The value of live stock and nursery 
stock sold in 1o1o will include horses, 
milch cows, other horned or neat cat- 
tle; sheep, swine, poultry and hives of 
bees, and of nursery. stoch, which 
means fruits and ornamental trees 
grown for transplanting into ¢ rchards, 
gardens and parks 

Dairy products tonstuited .on the 


game of chance with Fate;, 


farm, and sent to factories or sold, 
refer to products of the year 9 1910. 
cream, home-made butter and home- 
made cheese. 

Animals slaughtered on the farm 
in 1910 will be recorded for the val- 
ues of horned or neat cactic, sheep, 
swine and poultry. Horses are not in- 
cluded in these values, as in our coun- 
try ther meats are not used as food. 

The values of other products of the 
farm include those of eggs, honey and 
wax for 1910, and wool, maple sugar 
and maple syrup for 1911. 

The enumeration of hired labor on 
the farm refers to tie year 1910, It 
will give the total number of weeks 
of labor employed, which means the 
number of all men who work for 
hire on the farm, and the total amount 
paid for hire, including allowance for 
board. The payment should be reck- 
woned for the full time of service, and 
should include the value of board. 
‘The inquiry relating to carnings for 
domestic service is asked for in Sche- 
dule No, 1, 

In addition to the foregoing in- 


ever | quiries of values, a question is asked 


for the value of all lands and build- 
ings not manufacturing establish- 
ments or mines owned in Canada in 
191t which are outside of the enum- 
erator’s district.

JOE GANS DIED 
YESTERDAY 


Was for a Long Time Lightweight 
Champion of the World, Lost 
Title to Bat. Nelson

Baltimore, August Gans, 
the former lightweight ‘aunpio yd puy- 
ilist, died yesterday morta. 

The passing away of foe Gane. 
negro lightweight from. tuberectis's, 
removes from the ring one of 
most popular colored pugilists that 
America has ever known. Jack John- 
may hold a more exalted posi- 
tion as the champion heavyweight, of 
the world, but it is safe to say he will 
never enjoy the popularity of Gans. 

He was born in Baltimore, Mad., 
Nov. 25,1874, was 5 ft. 6% inches 
in height, and weighed 133 Ibs. 

His first battles were in 1891, and 
from then until 1901 he fought 07 
fights, winning So, losing 4. drawing 
Zz, and 2 in which no decision 
given.

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ANGLICAN SYNOD | 
AT PRINCE ALBERT 


Opening Business of First Day of 
Annual Conference Gone 
Through Yesterday 


Prince Albert, Sasx., August 10.— 
Under sunny skies, the Rupertsland 
Anglican synod met in St. Alban’s 
ladies college, fifty delegates being 
present. 

The proceedings opened with a ser- 
vice in the church, Bishop Lofthouse, 
of Keewatin, preaching. ‘The regular 
Sessions commenced this atfernoon. 
Archbishop Matheson replied«to the 
civje welcome tendered by Acting 
Mayor Baker and President McGuire 
of the Board of Trade. 

The opening business was mostly 
returns,and included reports of the 
Church Missionary Society of Eng- 
Jand. His Grace, in a lengthy and 
interesting address covered western 
problems thoroughly. Regretting 
that the church was unable to cover 
the western field entirely, his grace 
nevertheless was encouraged by the 
progress made cach year showing dis- 
tinct advance in the number of clergy 
and self-supporting districts in ¢very 
diocese. 

Growth of Church in West. 

His grace referred gratefully to the 
way in which the Canadian: Church 
had risen to its obligations, and to the 
substantial aid reecived from the 
missionary societies in the Old Coun- 
try, and expressed gratitude for the 
generous support of the mother 
church in the crisis of church oppor- 
tunity in the opening up of the west, 
The donation from the Pan- Anglican 
fund and from the Church of Ireland, 
was also gratefully referred to, 

After commendation of the work 
of the Rev. Principal Lloyd at Sas- 
katoon, Bishop Holmes, Anderson 
and Stringer, the escape of the latter 
from his recent perilous trip when his 
party was nearly starved was referred 
to feclingly, 

Proposes Deputation 

Re Indian Schools, the Archbishop 
thought they should be carried on cn- 
tirely at the expense of the govern- 
ment, and that only the support of 
the missionary or chaplain should be 
a charge on the church. His Grace 
was of the opinion that Ottawa woald 
accede to this if they joined with the 
other Christian bodies in a deputation. 

Regarding the metropolitan see, his 
grace could see no possibile settlement 
unless the diocese relinquished the 
tight either or electing its own. bis- 
hop or relinquished their special claim 
to their bishop being also metropo- 
litan.

DRY FARMING IN ALBERTA 


The following is a despatch from 
Spokane “Northofalinethat would 
pass from Calgary, Alta., to Saska- 
toon, Sask., I found that where the 
farmers practised dry farming met- 
hods the crops are in excellent con- 
dition, while to the south of the 
line indicated many of the growers 
appear to be wedded to  slip-shod 
methods and their crops show it.” 

C. H. Moore of Spokane, said this 
on returning to this city from a tour 
of 4.000 miles in northern and western 
Canada, where he made a study of 
conditions in the Stettler district and 
the western part of Saskatchewan. He 


radded: 


“Many farmers have ‘stubbed-in’ their 
grain and have recklesssly put grain 


in poorly broken ground. Wherever 
stich methods have been used the 
crop prospects are poor. On the 


other hand, where better imethods 
where used the crops look fine. This 
is especially noticeable in the dis- 
tricts north of the Calgary-Saska- 
toon line. 

“There the farmers are raising 
wheat, oats, bartwy Wax timothy, 
broom grasss and_large quantities of 
wild hay. Harvesting will begin soon; 
in fact, some of the farmers are: al- 
teady at work. This shows what 
can be done by the practic of ary 
farming principles. There should be 
more of. it. in the drier -.stricts in 
the western part of the Dominion of 
Canada. 

“The-farmers are 
farming, it is true, but not as 
thoroughly as they should. Many 
turn over the sod and instead of pack- 
ing it and working it once, they ner- 
mit it to remain for days and thus 
practically lose all the moisture. They 
then cut it up with discs, only to 
find that it has become so hard that 
the growing of crops is an almost 
hopeless proposition, Another prac- 
tice that has cost the farmers much 
money this year is the “stuovin-in’ of 
grain. The time is coming when this 
will be stopped. 

“The district I visited is one of 
the best I have ever seen for the 
Practice of dry farming. The country 
has considerable rain but the con- 
servation of moisture is necessary. 
That is the secret of ary-farming— 
making the most of the rainfall. 

“I visited the Canadian Experiment 
Station at Lacombe and was shown 
through the experimental fields. It 
is one of the most interesting places 


I have ever seen. Grains, grasses 
and fruits are grown by various 


methods and particular attention is 
paid to moisture conservation. I was 
interested in a field where peas and 
oats were grown together for hay. 
The vines and stems were heavy and 
thrifty. This combination would be 
a good one to try in various parts 
of the Pacific North-west, especially 
in eastern Washington. 

“T talked with hunareds of farmers 
and others and found thev are keenly 
interested in the fifth sessions of the 
Dry Farming Congress and Interna- 
tional Exposition of dry farmed pro- 
ducts in Spokane, October 3 to 8 I 
look for large delegations from vari- 
ous parts of the recently opened north 
west. 

‘Many of the newcomers into the 
north-western parts of Canada need 
intelligent help in their methods and 
I believe that the Dry Farming Con- 
gress can give this aid. If they could 
take advantage of the liberal éduca- 
tion, and such it is, offered by the 
management of the Dry Farming 
Congress without expense on their 
‘part, there is every reason to believe 
no shortage of crops would result in 
any of the districts, 

“T was more than surprised at the 
ot ve that is being made in a 
il eeenere new country and at the 
rapid settlement of the districts north 
of the Calgary Saskatoon line, already 
referred to, and it must be said that 
the southern part is also receiving 
its quota of settlers. The north- 
western provinces of the Dominion 
of Canada.have great futures and the 
farmers there are bound to be factors 
in the development of the country.”

Lines, otherwise total 
collapse would have eventuated. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Cottrell’s report, it 
would be worse than foolish to pro- 
ceed with the construction of the 
building until the present defegts are 


remedied, Mr, Cottrell made an in- 
sinuation that Architect Lines was 
responsible, saying: “If Mr. Lines 


had in’ the - first place pulled down 
the last. wall and put in proper key- 
stones all this trouble would have 
been averted. 
Expects More Trouble 
It is evident that the building in- 


spector does not believe that this 
is the last trouble that the city will 
have with the new power plant. He 


even expresses the opinion that it 
would not surprise him if at some lat- 
er-date the whole buildin:eame Jumb!- 
ing down following the example of the 
late lamented pump house. In refer- 
ence to Mr, Child’s price for the in- 
stallation of the sills on the east side, 
Mr. Cottrell said the charges were ex- 
cessive. But as far as the defects in 
the building were concerned, Mr. 
Child was in no way responsible. 

Although far from satisfactory, but 
in view of the advanced state of con- 
struction, the sills will be put in the 
west side. 

Gas Offer Again. 

To supply the, city with 60,000,000 
cubic feet of gas per annum at the 
rate of $1.80 per 1,000 with special 
rates for additional amounts, is the 
offer of the International Heating 
and Power Company, to the city, as 
laid before the commissioners in the 
form of a draft copy of agreement. 
cubic feet and not less than 73,000,000 
count of 10 per cent, while special 
discounts will be granted for the bene- 
fit of manufacturing consumers. 

At the end of twenty-five years, the 
city may, if it so desires purchase 
the plant at a figure to'be fixed by 
arbitration, but twelve months notice 
that the city desires to make the 
purchase must be given. After that 
the right to purchase shall occur every 
ten years on the same condition. 

It was decided to submit the agree- 
ment to the council and it will prob- 
ably be threashed out at the mecting 
of that body next Tuesday night. 

Routine Business 

The enginneer’s report on the Great 
Ravine Bridge, was submitted, but it 
was left over pending a discussion 
of the merits of the proposition. 

Supt. Biswanger, of the Radial Rail- 


way recommended that G. Sorrenson, 


a workman injured in the performance 
of ‘his duties be paid for the time 
he was absent on that account. A 
report as to the length of his absence 
will be received before a decision 
is made. 

A number of applications for exten- 
sions of sewers and plank walks were 
under discussion, and they will be 
carried” out, subject to the approval 
of the council.

Hoffman under the distressing cir- 
cumstances in this case.

Dr. Whitelaw’s Statement 
Dr. Whitelaw, medical health offic- 
er, in connection with the case sent 
the following statement to the mayor 
and commisisoners 
“The children came into the scarlet 
fever ward with scarlet fever on May, 
mizth, gro. The deceased Minnie 
Hoffman was a particularly bad case 
with severe throat symptoms. An- 
other case of scarlet fever was ad- 
mitted to the same ward on May 2oth, 
1910, from the immigration hall with 
throat symptoms of a similar nature. 
On examination of the throat by the 
provincial bacteriologist, it was found 
to be a case of double infection the 
throat showing the presence of the 
diphtheric bacillus. A swab was 
then taken from the throat of Minnie 
Hoffman, which also showed © the 
presence of diphtheria and steps were 
at once taken to protect the other pa- 
tient in the ward by putting the Hoff- 
man child in a private ward~by her- 
self, where she was given the ser-vices 
of a trained special nurse at an ex- 
pense of $25.00 a week to the city 
Antitoxin was freely used and the 
child promptly recovered from the 
diphtheric infection as shown by a 
negative report later from the pro- 
vincial laboratory. Whether the diph- 
theric infection was*contracted from 
the case of mild infection from the 
immigration hall or was at first also a 
mild infection is difficult to say but 
in my opinion the case was one of 
double infection from the start, just 
as the other case proved to be. Min- 
nie Hoffman, I may say, died on the 
seventh day after admittance. , It 
must be apparent even to a layman 
that a case of this kind cannot be 
removed to another division of the 
hospital without running the risk of 
carrying the primary infection, which 
in this case was scarlet fever, to the 
patients who are not suffering from 
this disease but from other infection. 
Consequently the best that can be 
done is to isolate as far as possible 
in the special division reserved for a 
particular disease, any case of this 
kind that arises. 

“Fortunately such cases are rare 
and have occurred only in five’ cases 
to my knowledge out of the $26 pa- 
tients admitted to our wards during 
the last three years Two of these 
are the cases referred to and the three 
others were immigrant children admit- 
ted in the desquamatic stage of scarlet 
fever, who later on were found to 
have contracted measles also, before 
being admitted, the disease manifest- 
ing itself two days after admission. 
These cases were in the ward at the 
time the Hoffman children were there, 
but on acount of having scarlet fever 
trom which they had not recovered, 
they could not-be removed'to — the 
measles ward. Consequently in spite 
of all the care which could have been 
exercised the Hoffman children pre- 
sumably contracted measles from 
from them, but made an early and 
complete recovery therefrom. Many 
other children in the ward at the 
time did not contract the measles. 

“Subsequently Minnie Hoffman, af- 
ter having apparently made a good 
recovery, began to have serious: ear 
trouble which culminated in nastoid 
disease, for which an operation was 
sucessfully performed. A temporary 
improvement was followed by a re- 
lapse, during which the child died. 

“In the management of this hospi- 
tal no one can guarantee that such 
cases of mixed infection will not oc- 
cur, further the city council cannot 
be held acountable for. possible er- 
rors of judgment of diagnosis by 
physicians, who send in their cases 
and treat them themselves. 

“Tam of opinion that Mr. Hoffman 
has absolutely no claim against the 
city for the special care and attention 
his daughter received during the 
whole course of her illness. During 
the last three years the isolation hos- 
pital has admitted 526 cases. Omit- 
ting 35 cases of consumption in which 
the death rate is necessarily high, be- 
ing 50 per cent., there have been 18 
deaths from all other diseases, show- 
ing a death rate of 3.5 per cent. which 
is very low, and a-credit to the insti- 
tution. Mr. McCaul is in error when 
he states that both the Hoffman 
children contracted diphtheria. The 
Doy never had it at all,/and the girl, 
as pointed out, probably had it when 
admitted.
